The 
object was to ascertain the oconomy of 
Being SUoh manures In Missouri under 
present conditions of farming and 
prioM of farm produots. The following 
extntels from Bull, tin No. Ill), just is- 
sued, gives the deductions Prof. San- 
born makes from llio results of these 

experimental 

At llio outset I wish lo stato that, 
while I used chemicals hy tho car load 
for years, and am an emphatic believer 
in their economy for the older soctions 
of the country. I do not believe that the 
prices of staple crops tn Missouri justify 
their use, except under well-defined 
limitations, which it.linit of their use 
only under exceptional conditions. 
Aside from the reslraining influenco of 
market rates of chemicals and crops on 
the use of chemicals, the moro import- 
ant fact is that tho salvage of the wast- 
age, as now conducted, of our stock 
excrements, will cost but a fraction as 
mnch as the plant food secured in pur- 
chased chemicals. RvOBtl havo en- 
forced the profound need of tho utmost 
economy of stock manures, and their 
intelligent use. I»t>t this cheapest of 
nil sources of plant food (that is, cheap- 
est under onr conditions in Missouri), 
be first exhausted before wo look for 
cosily outside soiircos. 

• • * Chemical manures aro tho 
products, in part, of tho manufactur- 
er's art, and their market value is de- 
termined by their composition, whllo 
their economic value is determined by 
the character of the farm ot the pur- 
chaser, and the crop ho proposes to 
raise. Tho former or market value, 
can lie ascortainod by multiplying the 
number of pounds of phosphoric acid, 
potash and nitrogen found In a ton (the 
law of most States where chemicals are 
sold requires the manufacturer to stuto 
the composition of his forlilizers, and 
enforces said composition) by tho 
market rates of tho elements of plant 
food contained in the fertiliser. Thus 
If a ton (2.000 pounds) of superphos- 
phate has a stated composition as fol- 
lows: Phosphorie nold, 10 per essnL: 
potash, -'J per cent., and nitrogen 3} 
pet* Cent, the following results will he 
got, at the present rates of these ma- 
terials in Now York, which are fot 
phosphoric acid, 8J eta. per lb., potash, 
4 1-10 cot. per lb., and nitrogen ]« ots. 
per lb.:

Thus, 
tho con, miction not only allows 
tho reading la hi. accurate but also 
permit! of eetimattng tho lime that 
separates each passing minute. There 
Is not only an optical signal glron but 
also nn acoustic one, sinco al evory 
change of ligiire Ihe ear perceives a 
slight SOUml, and consequently it be- 
comes useless fur olio to examine his 
watch in order I" measure a given in 
terra] of time — a fealuro of special 
value to engineers phy^lcans, ofllcers, 
travelers and olwervers. Tho experi- 
menter knows exactly when a nilnulo 
begins and cutis. —Jeweler^ Weekly. 



This principle, using the rates pre- 
vailing for those elements of plant food 
for each year as they fluctuate (the 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen should 
be cheaper in the West than in the 
East), will enable any ono who can" 
reckon to tell the value of the brand he 
is buying. If It Is ofTered at $33 with 
the abovo composition. It is dear; if at 
»25 it Is cheap. This Is. of course, 
based on thu honesty of the seller, or 
the care taken to verify tho composi- 
tion by the State chemist's analysis. 

* • The economic value of fer- 
tilizers is indepcudent of tho markets, 
and dependent upon local prices for 
crops and the farm upon which they are 
used. To make this clear I will state a 
few Well-roOOgnlsed truths In chemical 
farming. Fourteen eloment«ry materi- 
als enter into all crops of which any 
ono of ten of them not being in the soil 
will result in tho total failure of the 
crop to grow. But of these ten noedod 
materials all arable boIIs aro hold to 
have them all in almntlAnco for crops 
save threo. These threo ate nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash, in their 
forms known to the fertilizer trade. 
But of these three materials only one 
on sonic farms, two on others, and all 
three on most farms are noedod. A 
farm formerly under my chargo needed 
potash only for guod crops, another 
needed phosphoric acid mainly, but for 
large crops some potash, w*.ilo this col- 
lego farm seems to need them all for 
corn and only nitrogen for wheat But 
again the demanded chemicals do not 
depend upon the farm wholly, but vary 
with the crop. Wheat and the grasses 
call heavily for nitrogen. Clover, 
beans, etc., call for potash, while corn, 
turnips, etc., ask for phosphoric acid In 
artificial supply. 

The economic value of chemicals will 
then bo measured much also by the in- 
telligence with which wo adjust tho 
fertilizer bought to the soil and crop 
grown, as well as upon buying in 
cheapest form. These fundamental 
truths regarded, places will bo found 
In Missouri fur chemicals; otherwise I 
believe that they had better not bo 
touched for some years to come. — Ohio 
fanner.
